Furrah, a sing ng and dancing girl, 19, a 
native of Bagdad brought up in Culeutta, 
summoned Kamar Boehie, 19, Turkey, a 
widow, residing at No. 32, A wWlywood- 
Road, ‘'for that she did, on or about the 
lat day of August, anlawfuliy and by fraud- 
alent meaus bring the cowplainan? into the 
Qoluny for the purpose of prustituti n.” 

Mr Wotton, who appoared for the 
defendant, ssid be understood that some 
arrangement bad been come to between 
the parties, sume amicable arrangement 
which would render it unnecessary to go on 
with this caso. He suggested that Elis 
Worship might sscurtain from the com- 
plainant whether that was ao or not. He 
eupposed His Worship saw what the caso 
was. It was a squabble between these two 
women. No doudt His Worship was quite 
awaro Indian women of this class were not 
particular about the charges they made and 
could quite see that in thie case there waa, 
to start with, & great oxaggeration of the 
serivusoess of the action this girl com- 
plained of.

In there days of decline to foreigeers in 
this country, and when we are accused by 
the Chrnese—as was the case in the swatow 
Guild mockery - of living too extravagantly 
as compared with the nativer aa traders, it 
would be well. for every f roigner Uviny 
he-e, or at any of the other por's in China 
under treaty stipulations, to upaet this 
absnrd fallacy by trying to diaciver and 
expose the tras cause of bow and in what 
mnner the cunning Celestial and his 
Government force upon us this onfair 
competition by artful /ekin regulations and 
never-cuasing tarrie: inierferences. !t may 
interest Sir Thomas Wade and bis friends, 
tho dependent Commissioners of Customs 

8 well as some Consuls only too realy to 

fall in with the only views of any Tiota: 
who chooses to shew cuurtesy o d_polit- 
byposrisy, to know that in this port, as in 
all others newly opened to trade, the 
foreign Customs sotually impose an addi 
tional tax upon the usual native Cuatomes 
feea, thereby handicapping the foreign 
shipping to such an extent ws to deprive 
steamers and all foreign craft fr m partici 
pating in the trade of what is misnomeri- 
clly called an open port.

This 
t8 & fact generaly known, but as no 
apparent efforts have been made to stop it, 
1 can only suppose that the foreign officials 
do not osre t> disturb the even tenor of 
their way by taking atups for an equitable 
solution as to how foreigners are to compete 
against such extraordinary odds, My ex- 
perience dates from otver ports than this, 
and J fee! sare that unless fureignere, with 
all their energy, are treated bera upon the 
aime footing that Chivese are on British 
avil, our days re traders are numbered iv 
tnia laad, a land, too, wheroia there are 
coans of scope for enterp:ise and com- 
merce, ‘ 

While our Ministor is humbling himself 
at the table of a Cust ms employé, fightiug 
diplomatic battles with a Chinese satrap to 
aid this native either f r war or peace, or 

ny teras-pessi i ssiant 

of that almost useless territory, Iti, we, 
that Ministe:’s own countrymon, are being 
neglected. Our idea is here to let the 
Ru-sians come, as they are the only true 
diplomats for, this couatry, and they would 
heip to give us the same free acope to trade 
which tue Celestial enjoysin other coun- 
tries, and which the !reaty of Liva iia 
would have done had it been ratified. Oar 
object should be to open up the whole 
country to trade ; do away with the foreign 
Cus oms, or amalvamate the five or six 
diff rent equeezses‘ablish ment’, both native 
and foreign, {oto one est vlishment espon- 
stbls to provincial Governers on the one 
pari (for collactio: ) and to Peking (imperinl) 
on the other. Disestublish fixed positions 
for our Consuls at the amaller porta, and 
place them on the same footing as the 
Judyes who visit assize towns in England. 
Justitute provincial residents in each pro- 
vincial capital throughout the Empire ; and 
0 let us depend upon the action of the native 
local authorities, subject, f course to »ppeal 
to the provinoal or assize mixed courts. 
There would then be no local jealoustes 
am mg ‘ficials, native or foreigu, and a 
very great impediment to our progress in 
this country would be removed. 

By these means we ovuld extend our 
trade and over-reach those silly arguments 
about foreign extravagance, What a field 
there is wera we allowed to take «ur 
steamers where even the native officials, 
who are aleo semi traders, take theirs at 
the present time! What a boon this would 
be to fo-eignore and Chinese alike! The 
ouly sufferers would be some of the rapa- 
clous aud emailer cflicials, and surely 
humanity, celestial - r torrestial, could well 
spare them the loss of their position. 
Divested of their guilds and secret organisa- 
tions, officially recognised as protection 
againat the fureigner, the Obinese are no 
better as traders nor Jess extravagant than 
we.are oursdly.s, Wore we able to trade 
In any town throughout the Kmpire we 
shou d yet outeide the ring which is formed 
around ue, and which in so clearly percep- 
tible at the smaller porte, the ao'ual sinews 
to Shanghai. It is « ourtoua fact that here, 
as in other out ports, foreigners are only 
sblo to procure comprad:res from ono 
family, The foreign coompradores of this 
place, with two exceptiuns, are all related.

“The Jlumination on the firat 
night is not xo attractive, ax it is restricted 
to the graves of those who have deparicd 
Gurivg the past year}. but, stterwarda, all 
the graven, which. completely: cover the 
hillsides, are Nghted up, and form ona gom- | 
plete mass of lanterns. - Labt night, straw 
bosta, containing burning lights and pre. 
sents of foot and wine, intended. for the 
spitite of the dead, wete latinohed into the 
bay at alate hour, To-day, the 16th, ta 
principally devoted to feasting and morry- 
wating. Foriunately obolera has not made 
ils appearance this yosr, as last, to -mar 
this festival and enjoyments in genera)...A 
Chinen festival of a similar character com- 
mences from to-night, at the graveyard at 

nasa. 8 Tee ‘ ate 
. An unusual disturbance was oreated in 
ihe vicinity of the Shinchi Police Station 
en Thursday evening, by an attompted 


tecue, by a number of Cuinamen of 4 
fellow-couatryman, who had beer arrested 
by the native police for assaulting s Japa. 
nese xirl. The aasanlt took place near 
Nbiochi about half-past eight, and as the 
prisoner wes being taken to the police 
station, a number of Chinamen followed 
and forced themselves Into the atation com- 
pouad, refusing to leaye, and making de- 
monatrations of resistance. Force waa then 
brought to bear upon them, and af ee fight 
ensued, lasting nome considerable time, 
The officers of the law, acder Inspector 
Doyle, foucht well, and even‘ually proved 
tuo much for the Celestials, seven of whom 
were arrested ; one or two of the combatants 
received injuries that necessitated their re- 
moval to the Hospital. The prisoners were 
handed over to the Chinese Consular 
aut‘orities early the following moraing. 

A leadiny light for Nagasaki harbour, which 
has boen contemplated for some time past, 
is now in ouurse of ereation on the North. 
east point of Kageno-shima, in the vicinity 
of the Hungry Rooks, and facing Pap- 
penderg on the East. When completed it 
will undoubtedly prove a great assistance 
to ships comi g in or going ont on dark 
nights, Whi'st upon the ubject of mattera 

ffecting the safaty of navigation, it seoma 
most surpri ing that a heacon has never 
boon erected upon the Barraconta Rock, 
which is inv sible except at low spring tides, 
It is certainly not in the way of steamers, 
or of sailing vessels with a fair wind, but 
it would bo a groat advantage in veusoly 
beating in or out to be ably to kaow its 
«x ot locality, 

The Russian corvette that arrived shortly 
before going to press last wook was the 
Craysser, funn Hongkong ; she was followed 
by the Hasboynick from the same port on 
Wedorsday, Phe Russian cruises Asia 
priucesded to Wladivostuc’ on Sunday, and 
the U. S. corvetty Zicundersga to Tientsia 
on Thursday morning. Too British men- 
uf-wat Moteste and Vigilant will probably 
oall here en route to Chefuo ; it is vacuely 
sumoured that the form-r will ba docked 
here. The Russian mon of-war Niadsuick, 
Zabicka, aud Africa aro expepted; the 
tormer from Wladivostac’, and the two 
latter from Ruesia, Tho Africa haa on 
board a namber of troopa and officers, in 
addition to ber crew.

does not stand alone in this respoot, as 
recent exchanges report great fluctuations 
in tempera ure and wousually boavy rains 
in various parts of both China aod Japan, 

ince Tuosday, very fine weathor has pro: 

ailed, and the heat has boon greatly al- 
leviated by cool healthy breezes.
